The rookie class of February, 1920, was unusually large, (to the evident deligh 
of the upper classmen) and conditions were very inconvenient because of th ie 
vded building. Extra chairs were arranged between the aisles to ce 
the excess of pupils. In spite of this, it seemed at one time as if we should be forced 
to occupy the window-sills, or hang by obliging electric light sockets. Several days 
later found us without lockers. In those dark hours we could be seen struggling 
dejectedly through the corridors, bending under a full cargo of coats, books, and 
other implements of torture.

In sere Teel 
had no football team because of the ‘flu’? epidemic and therefore had no aren 
to develop men for 1919. 

After much hard work, augmented by the inconvenience of having to go to 
Potomac Park for practice every day, Tech was ready to play her first game. 
Episcopal was beaten on her home grounds, for the first time in eight years, by a 
score of 9-7. Tech later defeated St. Albans 28-0, Army Medical School 26-0, 
Eastern 56-6, Maryland State Freshmen 24-0, Business 31-0, and played Western 
a7-7 tle. 

Tech then met Central in the last and most important game of the season, and 
forthe championship. The twenty-first of November dawned biight and clear and 
the game was set for three-thirty. By starting time nearly seven thousand people 
had pushed their way into the stadium, the largest crowd that had ever witnessed 
ascholastic football game in Washington. 

Central won the toss and chose to receive. After the kick-off she was held for 
downs and forced to punt. The ball was kicked outside and it was Tech’s ball on 
Central’s 4o-yd. line. A forward pass, a short end run, three line plunges, and 
Tech had scored. The goal was kicked and the score stood Tech 7, Central o. 
In the second quarter, after furious battling in mid-feld, Central scored a touch- 
down and kicked goal, tying the score. The second half opened with first one side 
having the ball and then the other. Central was using line plunges and Poe 
through Tech’s fighting line.
